Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . Examiner acknowledges Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences decision, 
10/27/2010, which reversed the grounds of rejection under appeal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1 -1 2 and 23-28 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1 , 23, and 27 recite 
methods for detecting ventricular arrhythmias. The recited method steps do not require 
a specific apparatus, and amount to manipulation of data. The claims fail to provide for 
a transformation of data or the creation of new data. It is suggested that Applicant 
provide a specific apparatus for practicing the method, and a transformation of the data 
by positively reciting that therapy is delivered based on the comparing of the 
manipulated data. It is suggested that step "d" from claim 1 , be put in a positive 
recitation such as "delivering therapy..." and an ECG or EGM signal is obtained to 
detect the premature ventricular contractions. Examiner reminds applicant that any 
claim amendment must have basis within the written description. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 3-22 are allowed.
